The  Beaver’s  whine  that  our  manu¬ 
facturing  industries  cannot  live  with¬ 
out  protection  is  as  pitiful  as  it  is 
false  and  demeaning  to  the  workmen 
of  Canada. 

The  Belleville  Intelligencer  on  Mon¬ 
day  informed  its  readers  that  “there  is 
no  duty  on  brains.”  Its  subscribers, 
aged  residenters  and  old  friends  of  the 
family,  are  wondering  why  in  thunder 
the  editor  of  that  paper  doesn’t  take 
advantage  of  this  laxity  of  the  N.  P. 
tariff  and  put  in  a  stock. 

By  the  statesmanlike  conduct  of  Sir 
Charles  Hibbert  Tupper,  the  great 
Lord  Highinkadink  of  the  Bowell 
Ministry,  a  national  catastrophe  has 
been  averted.  He  resigned  his  position 
in  the  Cabinet  for  three  days,  but  we 
are  pleased  to  inform  our  readers  that 
he  is  again  at  his  desk  controlling  the 
destinies  of  his  beloved  country,  and 
drawing  his  salary  of  #8,000  a  year  as 
heretofore.

“In  the  name  of  our  common  oonntry 
sand  a  copy  of  the  following  to  five  of 
yoor  friende,  ae  I  have  done,  repeating 
this  request. 

“The  possible  extension  of  other  in¬ 
dustries  besides  agriculture  is  due  to 
the  success  with  which  agriculture 
Itself  is  practised.  •  •  *  It  is 
only  as  the  art  of  agriculture  is  exer¬ 
cised  with  increasing  effect  that  the 
number  of  those  not  So  engaged  can  be 
increased.’— J.  E.  T.  Rogers,  Preface 
to  ‘Wealth  of  Nations.’ 

Experience  teaches  that  Projection 
discourages  agriculture,  even  where 
land  is  free  and  plentiful  as  in  Canada. 
From  1881  to  1891  the  number  of 
farmers  in  Canada  decreased  7000. 
During  the  same  period  the  population 
of  towns  increased  38  per  cent.,  hence 
the  depression.  Farm  land  values  ap¬ 
preciated  down  to  1879,  the  year  pro¬ 
tection  was  introduced,  since  then  they 
have  fallen  in  valuo  40  per  cent. . 

“Had  human  institutions  therefore 
never  disturbed  the  natural  course  of 
things  the  progressive  wealth  and  in¬ 
crease  of  the  towns  would  in  every 
political  society  be  consequential  and 
in  proportion  to  the  improvement  and 
cultivation  of  the  territory  or  country.” 
— Adam  Smith. 

Protection  is  the  “human  institution” 
referred  to  here.  A  revenue  tariff 
when  in  force  in  Canada  did  not  “dis¬ 
turb  the  natural  course  of  things.”.  A 
return  to  a  revenue  tariff  would  there¬ 
fore  restore  farm  land  values,  encour¬ 
age  the  extension  of  agriculture  and 
widen  the  home  aud  foreign  mkrket 
for  the  products  and  manufactures 
natural  to  the  country.”

ket  likewise  exists  but  in  tho  Imagina- 
at  ion.  Tho  Canadian  farmer  receives 
an  alleged  protection  against  the  Ain* 
encau  by  certain  duties  on  cereals. 
The  N.  P.  puts  a  duty  of  10  c.  a  bush¬ 
el  on  peas,  10  c.  a  bushel  on  rye,  If)  c. 
a  bushel  on  barley,  7$  per  bushel  on 
Indian  corn  and  15  c.  per  bushel  on 
wheat.  And  it  is  claimed  by  Tory 
stumpers  that  by  these  duties  tho 
homo  market  is  reserved  for  tho  farm¬ 
ers  at  an  enhanced  price.  ,Now  if  by 
this  protection  a  larger  amount  of  our 
own  cereals  are  consumed  here,  it  does 
not  prove  that  this  is  any  advantage 
to  t ho  Canadian  farmer.  The  farmer 
does  not  get  a  higher  price  for  the 
wheat  consumed  in  Canada.  The 
farmer  knows  from  his  own  experience 
that  he  does  not  get  two  prices  for  his 
wheat,  one  price  for  that  intended  for 
homo  consumption,  and  another  for 
that  intended  for  export,  so,  therefore, 
it  is  a  matter  of  supreme  indifference 
to  him  whether  his  wheat  is  consumed 
at  home  or  abroad.  The  price  of 
grain  is  fixed  at  Liverpool,  and  no 
matter  if  our  duty  was  $10  instead  of 
10  c.  it  would  not  affect  the  price  of  it. 
The  farmer  is  weary  of  this  home  mar¬ 
ket  pusiness. 

Our  esteemed  contemporary  the 
Beaver  in  a  loyal  attempt  to  discredit 
the  free  trade  policy  of  Britain  that 
has  made  her  prosperous  and  powerful 
publishes  a  few  statements  that  are  a9 
misleading  as  they  are  misapplicable 
to  tho  political  situation  in  Canada. 
No  one  who  has  not  lived  iu  England 
can  fully  understand  the  significance 
of  some  of  the  taxes  imposed,  and  the 
conditions  thero  and  here  are  so  en¬ 
tirely  different  that  companions  are 
out  of  the  question.  When  the  Beaver 
says  that  in  England  a  special  tax  of 
$3  75  is  imposed  for  each  male  servant 
employed  it  betrays  a  profound  and 
sublime  ignorance  of  what  it  is  talk¬ 
ing  about.  A  tax  of  this  nature  is 
imposed  on  the  nobility  or  gentry  who 
keep  footmen,  who  are  allowed  the 
privilege  of  powdering  their  hair.  It 
was  put  on  we  believe  at  the  instig- 
nation  of  the  nobility  themselves,  who 
desired  their  servants  to  have  a  cer 
tain  distinctiveness  or  oaste  above  the 
common  herd.  As  to  tho  other  taxes 
mentioned  they  are  perfictly  just  ifiable 
in  that  country  and  are  pail  not  hy 
the  poor  but  by  tho  rich.  Tho  sj>ecial 
taxes  in  England  are  so  designed  as  to 
fall  on  tho  rich  and  not  on  tho  poor. 
The  luxuries  cf  the  rich  are  taxed  for 
tho  benefit  of  the  poor.  But  this  has 
no  application  to  Canada.  The  deficit 
in  the  revenue  in  Canada  that  may 
occur  in  a  change  from  a  high  protec¬ 
tive  tariff  to  a  revenue  tariff  will  not  be 
met  not  by  a  tax  on  guns,  carriages, 
dogs,  male  servants,  etc.,  but  by  rigid 
economy  in  every  department  of  the 
public  service,  the  cessation  of  boodling 
the  lopping  off  of  the  supperannuatfon 
allowance  to  men  well  able  to  work, 
(in  fact  one  of  these  men,  JudgeClark, 
drawing  a  superannuation  allowance 
of  $1500  from  the  Dominiou  Govern¬ 
ment,  receives  a  yearly  salary  as  sol¬ 
icitor  for  the  C.  P.It.  of  $15,000,)  and 
the  stoppage  of  all  unnecessary  drains 
on  our  resources.  With  a  tariff  for 
revenue  policy  it  will  be  more  difficult 
to  raisj  a  revenue,  and  if  it  is  difficult 
to  raise  a  revenuo  it  will  be  difficult 
to  spend  it.  and  this  of  itself  will  in¬ 
sure  economy.

Easter  haa  become  almost  equally 
with  Christmas  In  mafiy  families  a  day 
of  gladness  and  gift -giving,  while  the 
custom  should  never  be  allowed  to  be¬ 
come  a  cause  of  expense  111  to  be  borne. 
It  Is  quite  possible  for  everybody,  high 
and  low,  to  bring  a  little  extra  good 
feeling  Into'  the  household  by  simple  re- 
ntembrances  all  around. 

It  is  true  that  many  a  mother  has 
nothing  better  to  hand  than  a  few 
eggs,  but  some  of  the  most  popular 
Easter  gifts  for  children  have  been 
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made  from  eggshells  ;  likewise  some  of 
the  daintiest  for  a  fastidious  friend  ; 
and  a  few  hours  have  been  enough 
time  to  mnke  dozens  of  little  offerings. 

Countless  are  the  conceits  and  none 
are  elaborate.  In  the  simpler  forms 
the  eggs  are  swiftly  colored  in  rain¬ 
bow  hues  with  aniline  dyes,  thne  diiint- 
y  etched  with  a  sharp-pointed  knife  ; 
or  they  are  coated  with  metallic  puints; 
or  they  are  frosted  with  diamond  dust. 
For  decorating  by  whatever  method 
the  eggs  are  either  har^  boiled  or  the 
contents  are  blown  by  means  of  a 
liny  hole  at  cither  end  and  then  fin¬ 
ished  with  narrow  ribbons  for  hang¬ 
ing. 

An  exquisite*  greeting  is  this  bit  of 
naure’H  porcelain,  when  transformed 
Into  a  vase  and  filled  w'lth  violets.  The 
support  for  the  vase  is  made  of  throe 
pieces  of  bronzed  wire,  each  three 
inches  long,  twisted  together  in  the 
form  of  a  tripod. 

To  make  a  vase,  carefully  break  oh 
the  smaller  end  of  the  shell.  Leave 
the  edges  jagged  and  gild  them  heavily. 
Decorate  the  outer  shell  with  tiny 
sprigs  of  blue  flowers  in  oil.  A  dainty 
hit  of  white  and  blue  china  is  the  re¬ 
sult.

gilding  the  jagged  edges  of  the  open¬ 
ing  and  then  adding  light  designs  in 
red  and  gold  lines,  the  vase  is  sugges¬ 
tive  of  Iloyal  Worcester.

But  it  Is  the  egg  caricatures  that  de¬ 
light  and  amaze  the  little  ones.  The 
sgg  is  blown  and  the  shell  cleaned  and 
nibbed  with  benzine. 

Fig.  1  shows  the  general  style  and 
features  of  two  e&tremes— a  sage  and  a 
lunce.  Success  depends  upon  the  mark¬ 
ings  In  sepia,  whloh\are  few  but  strik¬ 
ing.  The  eyes  are  either  blue  or  brown. 
The  Ups  ar.d  ears  are  red.  The  hair 
in£  beard  are  of  fine  cotton,  glued  in 
position.  A  cord 'tied  to  a  splint,  slipped 
through  the  hole  through  which  the 
pgg  w*as  blown,  suspends  these  curious 
heads. 

A  nameless  bird  is  seen  in  Fig-  2. 
The  eggshell  body  Is  tinted  krown.  The 
neck  and  head  are  of  pasteboard,  glued 
to  the  body,  and  likewise  tinted.  Bright 
beads  are  glued  #on  to  serve  as  eyes. 
The  feet  are  of  bent  wire.  The  claws 
must  be  of  sufficient  length  to  Insure 
a  firm  support.  A  wonderful  comb, 
tall  and  wings  are  of  gorgeous  feathers 
glued  In  place.  The  feathers  are  bright¬ 
ened  with  touches  of  gold  and  silver 
paint.  The  bird  alw’ays  proves  a  groat 
success. 

Fig.  3  shows  a  mischievous  Dame 
Grundy.  The  head  is  an  eggshell  pro¬ 
perly  marked*  The  body  is  an  English 
walnut,  on  whlcb  the  head  is  made  to 
rest  by  means  of  sealing  wax  or  drip¬ 
pings  from  a  wax  candle.  The  arms 
and  skirt  are  of  stiff  paper.  The  little 
gossiping  dame  is  gowned  and  capped 
in  tissue  paper.  She  may  be  made  to 
stnnd  by  spreading  the  stiff  unaersklrt, 
or  she  may  be  suspended  by'  a  string 
running  from  the  body  through  the 
head. 

A  right  Jolly  little  fellow  can  be  mod¬ 
eled  from  Fig.  4.  His  body  and  head 
are  eggshells.  These  are  joined  by 
slipping  the  splint  with  a  string  into 
the  body  shell  and  extending  the  cord 
up  through  the  head.  Features  ar* 
painted  In  grotesque  expression.  The 
hair  is  of  cotton,  arms  and  limbs  of 
pasteboard  .  The  whole  Is  painted  a 
brilliant  red,  with  trimmings  In  gold. 

Pen-wipers  for  older  children  are  made 
by  decorating  ordinary  eggshells  like 
heads.  Effective  models  are  those  of  a 
sweet-faced  nun,  a  pretty  student,  with 
characteristic  "  mortar-board  ”  hat.  op 
a  dear,  smiling  haby  In  lace-frllled  cap. 
The  shell  head  Is  securely  glued  to  a 
support  of  sev’eral  layers  of  chamois 
or  flannel.
